\VASHiXGTOy, Aug. St.— The Democrat* 


having filled ihe vacancy in the fiuance 
committee, yesterday, reported all the ten- 
tative bills, including sugar, with amend- 
n:ents. In the latter article the differen- 
tial duty is eliminated, and is amended so 
as to pruvide a duty of 40 per cent flat on 
all sugars. 


The finance' committee did not report 


back any of the ainpnfeicnts, and several 
senator-; who had previously given notice 
of amendments reserved them. 


The five coal bill was reported back 


amended so as to provide for reciprocal 
free coal. 


The iron ore bill was reported back with- 


out amendment. 


The barbed wire fencing bill was 


amended so a<; to make barbed wire free, 
the hou-it- making free only the material 
from which it was made. 


The finance committee decided to report 


the^e bills yesterday by a strict party vote, 
Mr. 'White (Dem.. Cal.) acting with the 
committee for the lirst time. The bills 
were sent to the calendar, where they can 
•only be called up by a majority vote and 
where they will remain until the Decem- 
ber session. AH the Bepublicnn members 
of the committee voted against them. 


The radical reformers, like Mill-.. Yilas 


and Gray, are not disposed to allow the 
tariff agitation to cease, notwithstanding 
the hoiwo has accepted the senate bill. 
They propose to keep it up and carry it 
into the coming fall campaign. 


It is quite certain that the question of 


free sugar will reappear, and it is not im- 
probable that in some form or other it may 
win. The opponents* of the Sugar trust in 
the senate seem determined to push that 
ispue and get up a revolt against the 
gigantic trust, to which they attribute 
most of their failure to secure a satisfac- 
tory tariff reform measure. 


Xo Farther Legislation. 


The Republicans say there will be no 


more business ol importance transacted in 
the senate this session, except, perhaps, 
the passage of the bill correcting the 
alcohol schedule. 


The K-epubhcan leaders say this session 


is* over, to all intents and purposes, and 
they include in this themakingof speeches 
as well as the passing of bills.
